2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Agarwal, the 
closest references does not teach or fairly suggest the limitations of the independent 
claims: In particular, the indirect register of Agarwal is not contained within the register 
file being addressed. In contrast, the claimed invention requires the register holding the 
address be contained within the register file being addressed. This limitation is not 
made obvious by the prior art of record.
